Good roads advocates in this coun­ 
ty are elated over the fact that the 
state highway department is carry­ 
ing out the recently announced pol­ 
icy of Governor Warren T. McCray 
to build stone and gravel roads 
in 
Indiana. There was a time not many 
years ago 
when 
sentiment locally 
was strongly in favor of hard-sur- 
faced roads, but it has changed be­ 
cause of the enormous expense of 
such highways. 
The idea is growing among men 
who have made a study of roads 
and have observed the two kinds un­ 
der the same conditions, that a gra­ 
vel or stone road, 
when 
properly 
maintained, gives just as much ser­ 
vice and as great satisfaction as do 
the hard-surfaced roads. 
It has just been announced 
in 
Indianapolis that engineers of 
the 
state highway department have com­ 
pleted the preliminary draft of the 
plans and specifications for 
stone 
and gravel roads, and these will be 
forwarded to the district engineer 
of the bureau of roads at Chicago 
for approval. 
This 
step, 
declares 
Lawrence 
Lyons, director, marks the beginning 
of what will likely he an extensive 
movement 
to give this state more 
gravel and stone roads in preference 
to roads of hard-surface type, it is 
said. 
Governor McCray has declared in 
favor of stone and gravel in road 
construction as 
compared 
to con­ 
crete, bituminous and brick espec­ 
ially for secondary roads. This pol­ 
icy is adopted by the state highway 
commission. Naturally, in the state 
road 
system 
the main trunk lines 
will have to be hard-surfaced for no 
gravel or stone road will stand up 
under the 29-ton traffic which these 
principal thoroughfares are subject­ 
ed to, Mr. Lyons explained. 
For a time there was some ques­ 
tion if Federal aid was obtainable 
to build stone and gravel roads, but 
this problem was ironed out satisfac­ 
torily and the commission authorized 
that government aid is forthcoming 
on secondary roads built of gravel 
and stone, as well as on trunk lines 
where concrete or brick is used . 
The plans and specifications for 
secondary routes estimate that gra­ 
vel and stone roads may be built at 
a cost ranging from $10,909 to $25,- 
999 a mile, 
depending 
upon 
the 
amount of grading and structures', 
Mr. Lyons says. Plans also specify 
that stone and gravel 
roads 
shall 
have a metal spread of eighteen feet 
and the commission will endeavor to 
obtain a 50-foot right of way be­ 
tween property lines. This is done, it 


The county school attendance of­ 
ficer, James G. Miller, has been kept 
busy the last few weeks answering 
questions 
relating to the enforce­ 
ment of the new school attendance 
law. This lawT, which was enacted by 
the 
last session of the legislature, 
became 
effective 
May 31, when it 
was signed by Governor McCray. It 
makes 
school attendance compul­ 
sory. 
Temporary absences are permit­ 
ted when request is made by the par­ 
ent or guardian to the issuing offi­ 
cer of the attendance district. 
Ab­ 
sence is also granted on a working 
certificate when a child is fourteen. 
Absence is also granted on a work­ 
ing certificate when a child is four­ 
teen and has completed the 
eighth 
grade, provided the parent or guar­ 
dian can prove to the satisfaction 
of the issuing officer that the child 
has complied with the rules and re­ 
gulations which the state board of 
attendance has made. Copies of these 
rules have been sent to all county 
school officials, city and town super­ 
intendents, and local attendance offi­ 
cers.

“There are 148 county and city 
attendant*© 
officers 
iu^the state,” 
says Miss Merry. 
“Unlike the old 
truant officers, they do not look a f­ 
ter truants only, but visit schools,

Sentiment and Business 


(The Iron Age) 
Aa a nation we have been 
very 
prone to overwork certain words, a 
practice that represents loose hab­ 
its of s|leaking. 
Ilie words “opti­ 
mism,” “sentiment ’ and lately “nor­ 
malcy” have been used 
rather 
too 
much. Optimism is a trait of char­ 
acter, its antonym being j>essimism. 
Given the same set 
ut 
facts, 
the 
optimist views them ode way. 
Yet 
men use these words to indicate the 
character of facts, not the charac­ 
ter of the man xx ho views the facts. 
Then as to “sentiment", the word 
is commonly used in the form that 
sentiment is better or sentiment is 
worse, the 
actual 
meaning 
tieing 
that men appraise business 
condi­ 
tions as better or worse. It may be 
field that 
this 
diffusive 
way 
of 
speaking does no harm because peo­ 
ple understand what is 
meant. 
Ii 
does do harm, because unconscious­ 
ly if not consciously men 
associate 
“sentiment” with what 
the 
word 
really means. One of the dictionary 
definitions of the word is “a 
pudg- 
ment permeated 
or 
prompted 
bv 
feeling.” We do not want 'that

business. When it is said that “sen­ 
timent is better” 
in „ business 
xve 
want it to be that the calm and de­ 
liberate judgment bf business men, 
not influenced by sentiment, is that 
the fundamental conditions of bus­ 
iness have improved. If for instance 
the taking out of building 
permits 
has increased, the amount of debits 
I to individual accounts at banks has 
] grown, the freight 
ton-mileage 
of 
tim railroads is heavier and the vol­ 
ume of orders received by sellers ii 
larger, it is much better to say. that 
Hiese 
conditions 
have 
improved 
than to remark lamely that men who 
have observed and 
analyzed 
these 
things are displaying “a better sen­ 
timent”. 
What American business needs iv 
to study facts. It has been 
misled 
all too often by its feelings, and it 
has helped itself do this bv overuse 
of such wolds as optimism and sen­ 
timent. .Secretary Hoover recognized 
this at the outset in his work in the 
present cabinet, and 
purpose* lo 
give business all the concrete .infor­ 
mation that can lie made available 
j as to actual commercial movements 
I and conditions.
